rhnrrh has there been opened to her a tnore 
-iijir rli opportunity to serve iiKiukiiiil tium 
liuit now cnlling her to n'inforee auil earry 
forward the movement in the iuteri-stn of the 
world's peace. Eren should there be anmng 
her ministers or her memU'rs those still pre- 
pareil, under certain conditions, to justify 
war, yet no man fit to be ealh^i a Christian 
< ;in refuse far an instant to admit the obli- 
ition we are under to avert the horrors of 
>.ir, if it U' p<)f^il)^•, liy arliilration. If war 
must be, let it be only after the last possible 
means hsR been exhausted that should have 
iavt><l so dread and detolating a ealit': .i'. 

'tiliere are three ways at least in which the churches can add to tin' 
power and momentum of the peace mnvament First, their miniatan and 
their toadier.'. with their rare opportnnities to r ,i . iieratkM of 

ro-<lav aii<l the ^'i neration that shall be ttHDorrow, cau make clear the real 
iiieaniniT ami ]itirpoiies of arbitratioa. 

Seroii.l. the iliiirilir-, throogh tli« ir iii'iiister.- mill ti Ui lier^. may aid 
the movement for the world's peace by laying upon the hearta of their 
p< oplo what haa been so wall called "the moral damage of war." Silenoa on 
the part of the church ia treason against her Lord, for whatever fine 
patriotism may have inqiiiad the soldier to maintain his country's cause, 
no sooner have the opposing foreea joined in deadly <»alaiight than re- 
venv'e. enielty, injiisfiee awake to trainpli' lieneath their feat oveiy divine 
and ennobling impulse of the human hart. 

Third, the chnrchea can do more than any other forma of orgaaixctl 
activity towanl ailviuuiii;: the eaiipe of jieare ami arl'itnilion by an un- 
failing fidelity to those principles of the Christian faith. tliat sliould de- 
termine the rriation every man ahonld anatain towarda his neighbor, 
whether that nei^rlihor live acmss t!i.' i^tret't or ai tom the wa. and whetlier 
he be white, black, rcnl or yellow. The church can go further than the 
great DedaratioB of 1776 that ufgea npon oa "a decent reapact ta the 
opinions of mankind." She inunt t:o further than t< a<h ns that we are 
not worthy the Christian name until "the brotherhood of man" is some- 
thing more for ns than a phraae to Juggle with. 

Can voii imagine anv [tower foi peace e«|iinl to the Christ iaii fliiinh 
if she w<-re to rise to her high op|x>rlunity ? Were hhe true to .Her holy 
railing, as true she arill yet be, she could outrival all the peace aociatiaa of 
earth in haataning tta day when arbitration shall aboliah war.
